Wants Volunteers to Aid 


Annual Census. 


Do yon know birds? Are you up 


on the different kinds found in yourj 
locality and can you "spot" each rep- 
resentative of each species?

the Department of Agriculture has a 
job for you without salary. 


The third annual bird count of the 


United States will be made by the 
bureau of biological survey ot tbe 
U. S. Department of Agriculture dur- 
ing the breeding season in May and 
June. In making this survey the bu- 
reau will rely largely on persons in- 
terested in bird lite who agree to act 
as volunteer enumerators and count 
the different kinds of birds found in 
a 40 or 80 acre farm or woodland 
tract near their homes. The counts 
thus made by unpaid observers dur- 
ing the last two summers have furn- 
ished to 
the department valuable 


data on tbe character, number and 
distribution of the bird population.
